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BUSINESS 
HUB PLAN 
DITCHED

PLANS for an enterprise zone beside a stretch of the M5 
in Halesowen have been dropped in what is being hailed 
as a victory for ‘people power’. 

Dudley Council was exploring the possibility of transforming land 
near junction 3 of the motorway, near Halesowen, into a hub for busi¬ 
nesses. 

But the proposals faced a fierce backlash from campaigners who feared part of the green 
belt would be swallowed up. 

At a meeting of Dudley Council on Monday it was agreed to scrap the plans which had 
sought to create around 6,000 jobs. 

Happy — James Morris MP Council leader Pete Lowe, said: “Given the clear level of concern over the junction 

3 proposals I have decided to recommend 
to the council that the proposed feasibility 
exercise be removed fully.” 

He continued: “I will advise instead we 
continue work to deliver enterprise zones 
in Brierley Hill and elsewhere as promised 
by the Chancellor in the run up the elec¬ 
tion, to build on the work this council has 
done at the Business Investment Zone at 
The Waterfront. 

“This is a clear indication that this coun¬ 
cil will listen to the wishes of the communi¬ 
ties we represent.” 

An online petition called Save Halesow¬ 
en’s Countryside had been signed by 3,532 
people and a further petition set up by 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris, had gathered 937 signatures. 

Abbey 

Conservative MP Mr Morris hailed 
the council’s U-turn a victory for ‘people 
power’. He said: “I am relieved and happy 
to hear that Dudley Council have finally 
caved in on their plans to look at an indus¬ 
trial park on Halesowen’s greenbelt. 

“From the very beginning these plans 
were ill-thought out and plain daft.” 

Fears surrounding the proposals included 
the potential impact on the Halesowen 
Abbey ruins, which are near the develop¬ 
ment site which borders Manor Way to the 
north and the motorway to the east. 

Mick Freer, secretary of the Hales Owen 
Abbey Trust, said: “All I can say is that 
the people who put this forward must have 
been completely oblivious to what they 
were doing. It would have decimated beau¬ 
tiful historic countryside. 

“A lot of people put an enormous amount 
of effort into opposing the proposals and 
we’re both delighted and relieved. We had 
people from other countries signing the pe¬ 
tition. That was amazing.” 


Traders angry 
over closure 
of High Street 

PART of Cradley Heath High Street 
will be closed for almost two months 
to allow for £100,000 gas works to be 
carried out. 

Shop owners have reacted angrily 
to the news that a stretch of the busy 
road, between St Anne’s Road and 
the West Bromwich Building Society, 
will be shut to drivers from August 
19. They say the closure will have a 
major impact on trade and claim they 
were not told about the work until 
very recently. 

Roy Chumber, owner of Cradley 
Heath DIY, said: “I have been here 
30 years. I am angry because they 
should notify us before agreeing to 
the repairs. I pay nearly £900 each 
month in rent. This will have a huge 
impact on us. A lot of my trade is peo¬ 
ple that drive up and carry a lot of 
heavy items out to their car.” 

Rajesh Sethi, manager of the Ran- 
sons discount store, added: “This is 
absolutely going to have a great im¬ 
pact on the shops in this area.” 

The closure, which will be in place 
until October 10, is one of four in 
the town centre to run consecutively 
while National Grid digs up the road 
to replace a gas main, which is de¬ 
scribed as essential work. 


Pupils’ joy 
at new £27k 
playground 

PUPILS are celebrating after a new 
£27,000 playground was installed at 
a Black Country school. 

New equipment has been in¬ 
stalled at Hurst Green Primary, in 
Halesowen, funded by a generous 
donation from the school’s Par¬ 
ent-Teacher Association, supple¬ 
mented by a Big Lottery Fund grant 
and cash from the school coffers. 

Constructed of wooden beams and 
ropes the climbing frames are suita¬ 
ble for use by youngsters under the 
age of eight and will also be available 
for community groups to use. 

Julia Bathurst, headteacher at 
the Narrow Lane school said: “The 
new equipment means we have 
extra climbing space for Key Stage 
One pupils which they haven’t had 
before. They can use it for balancing 
and climbing and it will increase the 
amount of physical activities they 
are able to do. 

“It’s also something for the com¬ 
munity to use. We’ve invited the 
Brownies to use it, and also Jack in 
the Box Playgroup, which is next to 
the school.” 

Hurst Green’s PTA raised £9,000, 
the Big Lottery fund put forward 
£10,000 and the school itself £8,000.

Black Country Festival 


THOUSANDS of people turned out 
to enjoy the Women’s Chainmak- 
ers’ Festival in Cradley Heath. 

Comedy and acting troupe The 
Fizzogs were among the performers 
to take part on the event which was 
part of the Black Country Festival. 
It was staged successfully in the 
town’s High Street after being held 
at other locations in recent years. 

Festivities included a parade, 
plays, speeches and concerts hon¬ 
ouring the women of Cradley Heath 
who went on strike for better pay 
and conditions in 1910. 

Back then there were 3,500 chain 
makers working in small shops in 
the Cradley and Cradley Heath 
district. Two thirds of them were 
women. 


The Trade Union Congress or¬ 
ganised the festival which had 
previously been based at the Black 
Country Living Museum and Bear- 
more Park. 

It was part of a packed pro¬ 
gramme of activities and events 
held around Black Country Day 
on Tuesday. Swathes of visitors 
soaked up the sun for the flagship 
event of the Black Country Festival 
in Dudley’s Stone Street Square on 
Saturday. There were musicians, 
glass-blowers, dancers and the ar¬ 
ea’s own superhero Black Country 
Mon to put people in carnival mood.

Killer Stuart Millership 


A 33-year-old man has admitted mur¬ 
dering a father whose body was found 
in the basement of a Rowley Regis home 
on New Year’s Day. 

Stuart Millership has also apologised 
for the lies he told about the crime and 
the anguish caused to the family of vic¬ 
tim Mr Baljit Singh. 

Mr Singh, from Meadow Road, Edg- 
baston disappeared on December 23 last 
year after reportedly leaving his home to 
collect a birthday cake for his son. 

The 50-year-old’s body was found by 
police at around 9am on January 1 at 
a house in Beeches Road, Rowley Regis, 


the address where Millership lived. A 
post-mortem examination revealed Mr 
Singh died from head injuries and knife 
wound to the neck. 

Millership pleaded guilty to the mur¬ 
der when he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last week. He had 
earlier denied the offence and a trial had 
been due to start. As a result, a further 
hearing was due to take place this week. 

Mr Rex Tedd QC, who leads the de¬ 
fence legal team, read just one para¬ 
graph from the basis of Millership’s 
guilty plea to the court. It stated: “I am 
truly sorry for the death of Baljit Singh 


admitted 

and the anguish that this has caused his 
family, particularly his wife and son. I 
wish to apologise for my part in this of¬ 
fence and for my earlier failures to tell 
the truth.” 

Millership, of Beeches Road, was ar¬ 
rested at an address in Kingswinford the 
day before the body was found, on suspi¬ 
cion of stealing Mr Singh’s Range Rover. 
He was later charged with murder. 

He appeared in court wearing an open 
neck white shirt and black trousers. He 
was remanded in custody until this 
week, when there was due to be a fur¬ 
ther court hearing. 


Garden restoration 
costs 

THE restoration of a Grade Mist¬ 
ed ‘secret garden’ in Halesowen 
is now estimated to be going to 
cost£1 million. 

Bosses seeking Lotto funding for 
the overhaul of the hidden gem at The 
Leasowes, has captured the public’s 
imagination with more than 80 people 
volunteering to help. 

Donations totalling around £10,000 have 
also been gratefully received by Halesowen 
Abbey Trust, which bought the walled gar¬ 
den last year. 

Trust spokesman Mick Freer said: “Up 
to now we have been meeting obstacles as 
they arise and getting donations in to cover 
individual bits of work. 

“For example if we have needed a skip 
we have put out a call and got the money 
in. We have just about been keeping pace 
with what has been required.” 

But while initial estimates put the cost of 
the project at £500,000, that has now dou¬ 
bled to £lm. 

Plans for a Victorian-style garden house 
alone could cost £200,000 and it is hoped 
lottery funding would also help with build¬ 
ing a visitor centre including a cafe. 

Mr Freer still hopes a business or indi¬ 
vidual will come forward to sponsor the 
restoration. 

He added: “The idea would be for the vis¬ 
itor centre to be a place where people come 
to find out about other facilities in the area 
and how they can make the most of the 
Coombeswood Green Wedge. 

Splendid 

“We want people to have the ‘wow’ fac¬ 
tor and for them to feel like they are being 
taken into the eighteenth and nineteenth 
century when they visit the garden. It is 
going to be rather splendid.” 

The most recent stage of the painstaking 
restoration to get under way is work to cre¬ 
ate an orchard. 

Volunteers are now being invited to spon¬ 
sor a tree with up to 60 set to be planted. 

Mr Freer said the team had also been 
taking down old garden houses and selling 
off aluminium to help with the expense. 

The scheme involves restoring the gar¬ 
den to its 19th century glory. It was added 
to the mansion in 1776 to feed the family 
and servants of the owner Edward Horne.

THE Black Country Living Muse¬ 
um has opened its doors to the po¬ 
tential engineers of tomorrow at its 
Meet the Manufacturers event. 

The event gave primary school 
pupils the opportunity to meet 
manufacturing and engineering 
companies to give them an insight 
into the industry. 

Mel Weatherley, head of learning 
at the museum, said: “It is really 
inspiring for children to come and 
see what is right here in the Black 
Country. It’s all about showing 


children the vast industry we have 
and encouraging them to get into it 
in the future.” 

A shuttle bus ran to manufac¬ 
turing firm Thomas Dudley, on 
the Birmingham New Road, to 
show the difference in technology 
past and present. Ten schools vis¬ 
ited the museum during the event 
earlier this month and were given 
guided tours taking in 300 years of 
Black Country industry. 

Kevin Brown, a teacher at Our 
Lady and St Kenelm School, Hale¬ 


sowen, said: “It’s been a wonderful 
event. It’s great for the children to 
see what the technology does.” 

FabFoundation UK had a 3D 
printer on display and Rimstock, 
leading alloy manufacturers based 
in West Bromwich, also brought 
along a replica Honda racing car. 

Richard Tate-Harris, Market¬ 
ing at Rimstock, said: “To get the 
kids involved has been amazing. 
It’s showing how here in the Black 
Country we can innovate and cre¬ 
ate anything.” 


Borough's 
economy 
lags behind 
neighbours 

DUDLEY’S economy is the worst per¬ 
forming in the Black Country and one 
of the worst in the country, new figures 
reveal. 

The borough’s year-on-year growth to 
the end of March was just 0.4 per cent. 
It falls behind the regional average of 2.2 
per cent and was outperformed by neigh¬ 
bouring Black Country boroughs, which 
were also outpacing Birmingham. 

Black Country Chamber of Commerce 
president Ninder Johal said the issue 
provides a ‘challenge’ for Dudley. 

“This figure shows that we need to 
work harder in Dudley,” he said. “Peo¬ 
ple should use this as a challenge. Dud¬ 
ley will benefit from the growth of the 
other three Black Country boroughs. 
Each particular borough is different and 
you wouldn’t expect the same growth at 
the same time of the year.” 

Worcestershire was among top per¬ 
forming areas with growth of 3.4 per 
cent. The Royal Bank of Scotland’s Re¬ 
gional Growth Tracker shows Stafford¬ 
shire’s economy grew by 2.4 per cent in 
the 12 months up to March this year. 
Wolverhampton and Sandwell were close 
behind on 2.1 per cent, and both outper¬ 
formed Birmingham, which managed a 
1.9 per cent increase. Walsall’s growth 
rate was 1.8 per cent. But bottom of the 
list for the West Midlands is Dudley. 

Dudley Council has ambitious projects 
aimed at turning the borough around, 
such as the ongoing revamp of the town 
centre, although a £50 million regener¬ 
ation project to transform land in Hale¬ 
sowen beside the M5 is being dropped. 

Council service 
under scrutiny 

AN education minister has said the Gov¬ 
ernment could intervene in the running 
of children’s services in Sandwell after 
they were again judged to be inadequate 
by Ofsted. 

Minister for Schools Edward Timpson 
suggested the Government was prepared 
to step in and said the council had been 
given enough time. 

Mr Timpson was responding to a 
question in Parliament from Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis MP James Morris over 
children’s services in Sandwell. 

The minister said the level of their 
involvement would depend on the scale 
of the issues identified by Ofsted and 
the capacity of the authority to address 
them. He added: “Sandwell has had suf¬ 
ficient time to make the necessary im¬ 
provements.” 

Police speed check 
on 150 motorists 

MORE than 150 cars were checked dur¬ 
ing a speeding crackdown in Oldbury. 
A team from Sandwell Police and the 
council hit the streets including Lang¬ 
ley High Street. A total of 159 cars were 
screened during Monday’s check but 
none were caught driving over the limit.

Taxi drivers 
saying car 
tests need 
to change 

TAXI owners in Dudley are demand¬ 
ing a change to rules which mean 
they have to fork out up to £500 in 
vehicle tests every year. 

Current policies are out-dated and 
hitting drivers in the pocket, accord¬ 
ing to members of Dudley Private 
Hire and Taxi Association. 

Taxi owners have to pay £230 for 
their vehicle test and licence appli¬ 
cation every year but drivers of older 
cars, over six years old, face additional 
vehicle tests during the year. 

Rules limiting the colour of taxis to 
white were scrapped last year follow¬ 
ing a campaign by cabbie, including 
‘slow drives’ in Dudley town centre. 

The association says the change 
has allowed more of its members to 
change their cars meaning there are 
less older vehicles on the roads. 

But under current rules, cars aged 
between six and eight years face two 
tests a year and those over eight need 
a test every four months. Additional 
tests can cost £153.40 under current 
guidelines. 

Committee 

Association chairman Shaz Saleem 
said: “The policy is outdated now. 
This policy should change as it is hit¬ 
ting people in the pocket.” 

New proposals which will go before 
the council’s taxi committee saying 
vehicles between six and 10 years old 
should be subject to six-monthly tests. 
Vehicles 10 years old and above would 
still receive four month tests. 

It was due to be discussed at a meet¬ 
ing this week. 


Petition to protect 
pub gets support 

ALMOST 400 people have signed a 
petition against plans to demolish a 
Halesowen pub and replace it with a 
convenience store. 

New River Retail is proposing to 
build a Co-op store on the site of the 
Maypole, Bassnage Road, Halesowen. 

A campaign has been launched to 
save the pub with supporter fighting 
to secure ‘asset of community value’ 
status for the site. This will give it 
greater protection from developers. 

More than 390 people have so far 
backed the online petition against 
the convenience store proposals. The 
planning application has been lodged 
with Dudley Council. 

The pub was in a portfolio of 200 
pubs sold to New River Retail by Mar- 
ston’s in 2013. 

Homes scheme 
for old pub site 

A DEVELOPMENT of houses and 
apartments is proposed for the site 
of a former Oldbury pub, under new 
plans. Eleven homes would be built 
where The Bridge pub once stood in 
Station Road if permission is granted. 


Revived carnival to become regular event

PREPARATIONS are already in 
progress for next year’s Halesowen 
Carnival following the resounding 
success of this year’s event on July 4. 

A provisional date of July 9 has 
been set for 2016 with hopes of se¬ 
curing more funding to make it even 
bigger. 

The carnival, which was reinstated 
after almost 30 years, almost didn’t 
go ahead when its traditional venue, 
at Huntingtree Park, was deemed un¬ 
suitable by Dudley Council four weeks 
before the big day. But new venue 
Highfield Park, considered more able 


to cope with heavy vehicles, saw thou¬ 
sands turn out in the sunshine. 

Simon Walker, organiser, said: “It 
was a fantastic day and was lovely 
to see so many people from different 
generations smiling and enjoying 
themselves. 

“We had between two to three 
thousand people turn out and the 
feedback and pictures I have received 
from Facebook has been incredible. 

“Ever since the carnival finished in 
1986 it was my ambition to bring it 
back — even if it has been touch and 
go at times. 


“The late Tommy Mundon’s family 
came and were treated like VIPs, they 
had a fantastic time. We had so many 
people coming to say thank you. 

“A lot of our volunteers were young¬ 
sters who wouldn’t even remember 
the carnival first time round, so it was 
great to get young blood involved too. 
This is what Halesowen needed.” 

Mr Walker added: “This year we 
had funding from three or four local 
companies but really we need the 
backing of more. The support we have 
had from the Black Country Festival 
is unbelievable too.” 


Cycle track revamp at 
the home of champions 


FOR more than 60 years Halesowen’s 
Manor Abbey Stadium has been at the 
centre of sporting excellence. 

Built by an army of volunteers and funded 
by local businessmen after the Second World 
War, it has been home to some of the nation’s 
greatest cyclists. Now the velodrome has had 
a £180,000 revamp. 

New perimeter fencing and floodlights have been 
installed as well as repairs to the track surface at 
the stadium owned by Halesowen Athletic and Cy¬ 
cling Club. 

More than 50 riders took part in the Dudley 
Grand Prix at the Manor Way site on Sunday as 
the stadium was officially re-opened after the im¬ 
provements.

“A lot of the new tracks are indoor velodromes 
while the Halesowen track is like what track racing 
used to be like over the last 100 years. 

“Our track is the only one in the whole UK which 
is owned by the club itself. And we have to thank 
all those people who rolled up their sleeves and had 
the vision after the war.” 

“I want to connect the young generation with the 
older ones to show what they went on to achieve. 
It is a great facility and we want more children to 
use it.” 

The club has around 1,000 members across cy¬ 
cling, athletics, weightlifting, and tennis. It helped 
develop world class cyclists such as Olympic team 
members Jess Varnish and Helen Scott and 2014 
elite mountain bike series winner Beth Crumpton.

Backlash after chains 
on flag condemned 


THE leader of Dudley Council has called on a 
campaigner to hand back his OBE after criti¬ 
cising the Black Country flag. 

Councillor Pete Lowe joined a chorus of people angry 
at the remarks of historian Patrick Vernon, who said the 
flag’s chains were ‘offensive’ to black people. 

Mr Vernon, who was brought up in Wolverhampton but 
lives in London, was awarded an OBE in 2012. He has com¬ 
plained that the chains on flag represented those made in 


the Black Country and used 
to shackle slaves. 

Councillor Lowe said Mr 
Vernon should return his 
Order of the British Empire 
medal if he believes the flag 
has connotations of slavery, 
because so did the empire. 

“Why would he have ac¬ 
cepted an OBE with the con¬ 
notations that has? Many 
refused on principle,” said 
Councillor Lowe, 

Mr Vernon responded 
that he would not be giving 
back the OBE because he 
saw it as an award for his 
parents and their genera¬ 
tion. 

The flag was designed by 
Stourbridge schoolgirl Gra¬ 
de Sheppard as part of a 
competition three years ago. 

Her father David said: 
“She researched how to de¬ 
sign a flag, keeping it sim¬ 
ple, relevant colours and 
telling a story. 

“She then researched the 
Black Country — glass mak¬ 
ing, chain making, and the 
saying ‘black by day, red by 
night’. That’s it. It is more 
than just a flag, it is a sym¬ 
bol of what makes the Black 
Country what it is, and I’m

proud to see so many people 
proudly showing it and ral¬ 
lying behind it.” 

Support our flag was the 
message this week from 
MPs, council and commu¬ 
nity leaders who hit back at 
claims that it is offensive. 

But anti-racism cam¬ 
paigner Mr Vernon insisted 
the area was ‘still in denial’ 
over its links to the slave 
trade. 

Following Tuesday’s 
Black Country Day - and 
the festival which has seen 
thousands celebrating the 
region’s history and culture 
- he called the chains on the 
flag a ‘disturbing’ image. 

Mr Vernon, a former 
London Labour councillor, 
added: “If we were in Amer¬ 
ica the chains logo would be 
seen as the equivalent as the 
Confederate Flag.” 

Dudley North Labour 
MP Ian Austin said: “This 
is ridiculous nonsense. The 
Black Country Festival 
brings everyone from our 
diverse communities to¬ 
gether.”

A CHEERLEADING troupe 
is jumping for joy after be¬ 
ing handed a cash boost 
from the National Lottery. 

Pedmore Panthers has 
been awarded £9,800, which 
will allow for gymnastics 
lessons to complement 
cheerleading classes. 

It is a real pick-me-up for 
the group, which faced an 
uncertain future last year 
after it was forced to move 
out from it’s former home 
in the Claughton Youth 
Centre in Dudley. But since 
moving to its new base in 
Inspired Communities Cen¬ 
tre in Canal Street, Brierley 
Hill, the club has gone from 
strength to strength. 

Head coach Julie Pugh 
said: “We had to move to 
new premises in October 
and at one point we didn’t 
know what we were going 
to do. Everywhere was just 
too expensive for us, until 
Paul Campbell - who runs 
a karate class here - told 
us about it. Since we moved 
here we wanted to have 
some more classes, not just 
cheerleading.” 

The group, which has 40 
members aged from four to 
22, has spent the National 
Lottery windfall on a ‘tum¬ 
ble track’ which allows gym¬ 
nasts and cheerleaders to 
train in a safe environment. 


More go 
for breast 
screening 
in borough 

THE number of women in¬ 
vited for breast screening 
is rising but the total who 
actually go is falling in some 
parts of the West Midlands, 
although not in Dudley. 

Across the country there 
has been a 4.7 per cent in¬ 
crease in letters sent to 
women eligible for the tests. 
However, the number who 
book an appointment has 
fallen for the third succes¬ 
sive year. It comes as the 
Government calls for the 
number of screenings to go 
up every 12 months to boost 
the fight against cancer. 

But cancer charities say 
the figures could show that 
women are making ‘in¬ 
formed decisions’. 

In 2013/14, 72.1 per cent 
took up their invitation to be 
screened and were screened 
within six months of invi¬ 
tation. This compares with 
72.2 per cent in 2012/13 and 

73.1 per cent in 2011/12. 

The total being screened 

has fallen in Sandwell, Staf¬ 
fordshire, Worcestershire 
and Birmingham. But it 
has risen slightly in Dudley, 
Walsall and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. In Sandwell the per¬ 
centage dropped from 72.8 
to 72.1, and Staffordshire’s 
went from 79.6 to 79.2, 
compared to a drop from 

71.1 per cent to 70.5 in Bir¬ 
mingham. Across the West 
Midlands there was a 0.5 per 
cent drop to 76.3 per cent. 

Mia Rosenblatt, at Breast 
Cancer Campaign, said: 
“Confidence in the screen¬ 
ing programme remains 
strong.”

Our flag is 
all about 
celebrating 
industries 

THERE are a lot of things about The 
Beatles’ song Penny Lane which I find 
offensive. The turgid, sentimental lyrics. 
The dreary, depressing tune. The slack- 
jawed, disbelief which inevitably follows 
the confession that I don’t actually like 
The Beatles. 

Look, they’re just a pop group, like any 
other, and I don’t like them, OK? 

However, no reasonable person would 
ever dream of criticising the song be¬ 
cause it celebrates a street which was 
named after a slave trader. The link is just 
too tenuous. 

Which brings us to Patrick Vernon, an 
anti-racism campaigner who for the most 
bizarre of reasons, has taken offence at 
the Black Country flag. 

Mr Vernon, who grew up in Wol¬ 
verhampton before moving to the Big 
Smoke, finds the image of a chain in the 
Black Country flag “offensive”, saying it 
has connotations with the slave trade. 

Oh, gerrover yerself, Mr Vernon, yo’m a 
very saft mon. 

The Black Country flag has nothing to 
do with slavery, it is about celebrating the 
industries which put this region at the 
forefront of the Industrial Revolution. 

Mr Vernon says the Black Country 
glosses over its role in the slave trade. 
But slavery in Britain ended in 1807, and 
it seems absurd that Mr Vernon expects 
us to feel apologetic for the fact that in 
another century people in other countries 
used our chain for nefarious purposes. 

Perhaps Mr Vernon has been in Lon¬ 
don for too long. 

Down in the great metropolis, they’re 
obsessed with diversity and multicultur- 
alism, emphasising what makes us dif¬ 
ferent, 

But in the Black Country, there is no 
diversity, and only one culture. Black, 
white, rich or poor, it doh matter, because 
under the skin we’m all Black Country - 
we’re all links in the Black Country chain, 
and that bond is far stronger than any¬ 
thing that might divide us. 

Hope yo ‘ad a bostin’ Black Country 
Day.

How Melody tuned 
into career success 



Melody goes into schools and colleges to help prepare students for the business world 


She may have been fired from 
The Apprentice but this social 
entrepreneur has just won top 
award, writes Marion Brennan 


WHEN Melody Hossaini was asked 
what job title she wanted to pop up 
on screen under her name when 
she appeared on the 2011 series of 
The Apprentice, she replied ‘social 
entrepreneur’. 

“The producer laughed,” she re- 
calls.But the former Great Wyrley High 
School student insisted on the tagline, 
becoming the show’s first - and only - so¬ 
cial entrepreneur, the title given to peo¬ 
ple who apply commercial strategies to 
make social improvements. 

She was knocked out just before the final 
but not before making a big impact. Bold, con¬ 
fident and good-looking, she became famous 
for her inspirational quote ‘Don’t tell me the 
sky’s the limit when there are footprints on 
the moon’ - which one fan had tattooed on his 
arm. 

Responsible 

Lord Sugar branded her ‘ruthless’ and ‘a 
tiger’ so it was perhaps odd that she did not 
channel her undoubted business acumen into 
more obvious money-spinning schemes. 

But she says: “Social enterprises are doing 
well. New statistics have just been published 
that show they are now doing better than the 
commercial business model, contributing a 
lot to the economy and creating many jobs for 
people. 

“The world is moving that way, we are being 
more responsible consumers. We like to buy in 
a way that helps someone and there are lots of 
examples of little pockets of success.” 

Melody, now 30, is in the news again after 
being named Europe’s Most Influential 
Woman of 2015 at a ceremony in Brussels. 

The awards, under the patronage of the 
European Parliament, recognise the contri¬ 


butions of Europeans with a migrant back¬ 
ground. Meeting the qualifying criteria was 
no problem after being born in war-torn Iran 
and escaping with her family to Sweden before 
arriving in South Staffordshire at the age of 13 
with her mother and sister. 

It was while sitting at her bedroom desk at 
the family’s Station Road home that she spied 
an advert in Just 17 magazine for young peo¬ 
ple wanted as community ambassadors. 

It led to 11 years of volunteering, includ¬ 
ing two and a half years serving on the Youth 
Parliament where she ran climate change 
campaigns and went to 10 Downing Street to 
speak to Tony Blair about the war in Iraq. 

She says: “We were shaking things up, it 


wasn’t just me. It was an incredible time. I’m 
still friends with these people.” 

She went on to set up the successful social 
enterprise, InspirEngage International, in 
2009 with the aim of training people to suc¬ 
ceed by giving back. 

She goes into schools and colleges, including 
Great Wyrley High, to help prepare students 
for the world of business and work, trains 
vulnerable women to become economically 
active through social enterprise and guides 
corporations to better engage with their local 
communities. 

She said: “This award means a lot to me 
because of what it represents. So much nega¬ 
tive stuff is said about immigrants and asylum 


seekers, and I was both of those things. 

“The public thinks of them as anonymous 
people, but they are people like me who have 
worked hard to give back to their communi¬ 
ties. I want to shift people’s mindsets about 
immigrants. 

“I’d like them to think that perhaps they 
shouldn’t take a blanket approach. 

“Being an immigrant never leaves you, and 
that’s not to say that I don’t feel I belong here. 
I’m married now with a nine-month-old son 
and a home in Warwickshire. I’m very much 
settled, but being an immigrant is so much a 
part of my make-up.” 

The law graduate, who speaks five lan¬ 
guages, describes herself as an ‘accidental 
entrepreneur’ who avoided business studies 
at school. She entered the business arena only 
as a means of making a living out of her real 
interest, ‘making a difference’. 

Her passion for her work has increased 
since the birth of her son Kian, although she 
is learning the art of balance, she says. 

“I work from home a lot so I can spend as 
much time as possible with him. I cook and 
put Kian to bed. 

Judge 

“We find a way because I love my job and I 
think it will help my son by immersing him in 
the world I work in. I can’t wait for his life to 
be enriched by the job I do. I’ll take him with 
me as soon as he can walk.” 

She and businessman Claude Littner, who 
is taking over from Nick Hewer as one of Lord 
Sugar’s screen sidekicks, were recently judges 
on a social enterprise challenge, she says. 

“They are filming the next series at the mo¬ 
ment. He will be a fitting successor to Nick. 
Despite his screen reputation, he is kind and 
friendly, a wonderful spirit.” 

The keen blogger, who regularly reports on 
the programme for a national newspaper, is 
looking forward to its return. 

She looks back on her time on The Ap¬ 
prentice as a valuable experience and, no, she 
doesn’t cringe when she is reminded of the 
infamous ‘footsteps’ quote which she suggests 
was ‘overused’ on the show. 

She says: “At that point all those years ago 
that saying inspired me, and you take inspira¬ 
tion where you find it.”

The statue of Duncan Edwards 
on its new plinth, now located in the 
picnic area, also looks great. 


The paved and cobbled walkways il¬ 
luminated by the new street lighting, 
along with the nicely designed seating 
and waste bins, all enhance the town 
centre and when the new arcade of 
trees is put into place Dudley will have 
a town centre to be proud of — regard¬ 
less of the fact that the majority of 
premises on the High Street are char¬ 
ity, betting, fast food or discount shops. 

I believe with a little thought the 
council could have saved a great deal 
of money on this project. Firstly, the 
market stalls and canopy seem to be 
superfluous as the stall holders prefer 


selling from trestle tables, upturned 
crates, cardboard boxes or even the 
wooden bollards in the pedestrian 
areas leaving the centre stalls empty. 

Saving could still be made with a 
little forward thinking. If the trees in 
the planned arcade were acacia trees, 
some traders could hang their wares 
from the branches. With the re-emer¬ 
gence of A-boards exalting shops in the 
Fountain Arcade and stalls in the in¬ 
door market, we will back to as before 
but with better seating.

Geopark bid is perfectly natural move

THE Black Country is bursting with 
geological wonders and a new bid has 
been launched to have its special sta¬ 
tus recognised around the globe. 

If successful, the Black Country will 
be granted Global Geopark status. 
It would join a network of stunning 
places of natural beauty, encompass¬ 
ing locations in countries as diverse as 
Australia, Brazil, China and Malaysia. 

Dudley tourism chief Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed says the Black 
Country deserves this recognition for 
its distinct limestone legacy and its in¬ 
dustrial and cultural heritage. 

He explained: “The Black Country 


is special for many reasons, not least 
with it being the place where many es¬ 
sential aspects of the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution began, which spread to change 
and modernise the entire world. 

“The area which serves over a mil¬ 
lion people is jam-packed with world- 
class hidden gems, many of which 
are nestled amongst buildings, roads 
and houses. These places are globally 
unique and internationally impor¬ 
tance. 

“The Black Country tells an incredi¬ 
ble story of vast changes in our planet 
over 428 million years and has a huge 
range of special features that are un¬ 


rivalled anywhere else in the world. 
We want everyone locally and all over 
the world to appreciate just how im¬ 
portant our industrial, geological and 
cultural heritage is, as well as just how 
extensive our contribution was to the 
Industrial Revolution. 

“Our geopark bid will be submitted 
later in the year.” 

Places highlighted in the bid include 
Dudley’s Wren’s Nest National Nature 
Reserve, where the cliffs have vertical 
ripple beds, which show they were one 
the sea bed, and is home to 700 differ¬ 
ent fossils — 86 of which cannot be 
found anywhere else in the world.

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Schools knife crimes 


up more than double

Ahead of the official Black Coun¬ 
try Day on Tuesday, the bus oper¬ 
ator decked out the buses in the 
black, white and red that adorns the 
flag for the area. 

A host of activities are due to take 
place all over the Black Country 
throughout the month, including 
the return of the Black Country 
Festival. 

Kerry Jukes-Rowe, Dudley man¬ 


ager for National Express West 
Midlands, said:”We have bus ga¬ 
rages in all four of the Black Coun¬ 
try boroughs, employing well over 
2,000 local people, so we are proud 
to supporting the Black Country 
festival.

“Our regional flag will be on over 
50 vehicles across the Black Coun¬ 
try during July and we are also 
providing a special Black Country 
festival ticket to help people get 
around and make the most of the 
festivities.” 


CRIMES involving weapons in or 
near schools more than doubled 
last year, according to police fig¬ 
ures. 

The figures fly in the face of knife 
crime steadily falling in the West Mid¬ 
lands over the past decade. 

The information have been released by 
West Midlands Police under the Freedom of 
Information Act, and show the number of 
crimes involving illegal weapons at schools 
more than doubled last year, up to 37 com¬ 
pared to 17 in 2013. 

In 2010 West Midlands Police recorded 
30 such incidents, with 24 in 2011 and 28 
in 2012. 

The figures come after recent appear¬ 
ances in court of at least two youths, 
charged with having blades at school. 

In the first case, a 12-year-old was caught 
with a flick knife at school in March and 
charged with possession. 

The most recent case saw a 14-year-old 
boy plead not guilty to being in possession 
of a five inch kitchen knife at his Wolver¬ 
hampton school in June, and not guilty to 
using threatening words and behaviour to¬ 
ward another teenager. He is due to go to 
trial next month. 

Detective Inspector Nick Dale, said: 
“Knife crime shatters lives and there 
is never any justification for carrying a 
weapon - either in a school or any other 
place. 

“In the last ten years, we have invested 
heavily in campaigns and operations to re¬ 
duce knife crime, with levels steadily falling 
to less than half of what they were. 

“As part of our ‘Knives end Lives’ cam¬ 
paign, we have ploughed significant re¬ 
sources into educating youngsters about 
the dangers of and consequences of carry¬ 
ing a knife.” 

More than 50,000 students in Year 5 and 
6 have seen the force’s hard-hitting pres¬ 
entation that ‘de-glamourises’ gang cul¬ 
ture, he said, which is part of the education 
packages delivered to schools in the West 
Midlands.

Bids reached £1 k for 
movie idol love letters 


Movie star Errol Flynn — auction house sold letters 
sent to a local girl just before he went to Hollywood 

LOVE letters written by Hollywood star Errol Flynn 
fetched £1,000 at auction in Stourbridge. 

The five letters from the future screen legend and notori¬ 
ous playboy were intended to woo Marjorie Bickham, a girl 
he met while performing at the Malvern Festival in 1934. 

The letters, kept by Marjorie’s great niece, were expected 
to sell for around £600 at Fieldings Auctioneers, but a bid¬ 
ding war increased the final amount. 

Judith Woolger, accounts manager, said: “We had three 
people on the day who were really keen. We even had an 
internet bidder from the States. But it eventually sold in 
the room and the person was very happy. 

“We always put an estimate on, as things like this can 
be hard to value, but all it needs on the day is two or more 
people interested and it can really increase, which is what 
happened in this case.” 

The letters were sent during Australia-born Flynn’s days 
as a struggling repertory actor. He was at Birmingham Rep 
at the time, having yet to make his mark in Hollywood with 
such films as The Adventures of Robin Hood. 


Action call 
over price 
of parking 
at hospital 

INCREASES in parking charges at Russells 
Hall Hospital have prompted calls for Gov¬ 
ernment intervention. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin spoke out after park¬ 
ing charges at Russells Hall hospital went up by half 
for a half an hour stay. 

Bosses have defended the decision saying running and 
maintenance costs meant 


the rise was needed follow¬ 
ing a two year price freeze. 

Parking for up to 30 min¬ 
utes now costs £1.50 up 
from £1, an hour costs £2.60 
up from £2 and three hours 
is up to £4.60 from £4. Long 
stay parking for up to 24 
hours has risen by just lOp 
and now costs £5.60. 

Mr Austin said: “Lots of 
people in Dudley have got 
in touch with me to say how 
frustrating it is to have to 
spend so much on parking 
when going to the hospital 
for an appointment or to 
visit loved ones. 

“These fees often hit vul¬ 
nerable people at a time 
when they may already be 
facing a fall in their income, 
and I want them cut. The 
Government needs to take a 
hands-on approach to tackle 
this issue so I’ll keep push¬ 
ing for action.”

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Couple are helping other 
parents cope with loss 


BLACK Country couple Libby Mar¬ 
tin and Rob Gazzard have turned 
personal tragedy into help for others 
after their baby Beatrice was still¬ 
born and they spent less than 24 
hours with her. 

Seeking to provide comfort to 
other parents who lose their babies, 
the couple are helping fund memory 
boxes, as well raising almost £4,000 
for a special hospital cooling cot. 

Libby’s family run a business 
called Bea’s Booth which hires out 
a photo booth for special occasions. 
For every client the couple pay for 
a memory box through the charity 
4Louis, which is then provided to a 
UK hospital for other parents. 

Libby, aged 24, and fiance Rob, 
26, said a memory box provided by 
4Louis helped to ease their pain 
after Beatrice died at Birmingham 
City Hospital in December last year. 


Ms Martin said: “It was important 
to us as a family that we gave some¬ 
thing back and that it was linked 
somehow to helping others in our 
situation so, for every photo booth 
hired, we sponsor a box. 

“Each box contains various things 
to help grieving families make mem¬ 
ories with their baby including 
special printing paper to take hand 
and foot prints, two teddies, one for 
the baby and one for you, and clay 
to take hand and foot prints. The 
memory box provided us with the 
only thing we could take away from 
our meeting with our daughter. It’s 
invaluable to parents who have lost 
their baby. .” 

The couple from Stourbridge, who 
now live in Sutton Coldfield, have 
raised almost £4,000 and provided 
Birmingham City Hospital with a 
cooling cot.

£l.5m worth of 
cannabis is seized 

WEST Midlands Police have seized and destroyed 2,820 
cannabis plants, worth an estimated £1.5 million on the 
street, in just one month across the Black Country. 

The force’s Cannabis Team confiscated the drugs dur¬ 
ing a series of raids in June. 

The team also seized 479 light bulbs from cannabis 
farms over the same period. They will now be recycled. 

Over the course of the month a total of 398 plants 
were taken from a house in The Broadway, Stourbridge, 
which had been specially converted for cultivation of the 
drug plants. 

Electricity 

And 77 plants were also seized during a swoop on a 
home in Pleasant View, Gornal, while dozens of plants 
were taken from a house in Churchfield Street, Dudley, 
during a busy month for the cannabis crew. 

In Walsall 47 plants were seized from a house in Moat 
Road, where two rooms had been converted for cultiva¬ 
tion. Electricity at the property had been illegally ab¬ 
stracted to power the venture.

Raising a glass to the Black Country - 

COUNCILS in the Black Country 
should go it alone and reject plans to 
link up with Birmingham, according 
to hundreds of people who took part in 
an Express & Star survey. 

The Your Black Country question¬ 
naire in The Chronicle’s sister daily 
newspaper also revealed that the ma¬ 
jority of residents still feel proud to 
live in the region. 

Though they were concerned that 
the area was often overlooked when 
it came to investment, it was felt that 
the Black Country will still be remem¬ 
bered in 30 years time. 

Readers were also asked if they liked 


the idea of a Black Country mayor - 
and Carl Chinn was named as the fa¬ 
vourite for the post, with 45 per cent, 
finishing ahead of rock legend Robert 
Plant.

But some 60 per cent of readers 
were against the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority (WMCA), and 55.7 per 
cent said the Black Country councils 
should unite and go it alone without 
Birmingham. 

The phrase ‘Greater Birmingham’ 
appeared regularly in comments peo¬ 
ple had made on their survey forms, as 
they fear the Black Country will lose 
its identity under that name. But that 
title has already been rejected by coun¬ 
cil leaders in favour of WMCA. 


Mr Chinn revealed that he would 
consider taking up the role if one was 
ever devised. He added: “If people 
thought I could do it I would have to 
give it serious thought.” 

Council leaders across the Black 
Country, Birmingham and Solihull 
met earlier this month to set out their 
bid to the Government for devolved 
powers to oversee transport spending, 
skills and attracting investment. 


In other results from the survey, 
77.9 per cent said that they were 
proud to live in the Black Country.

A BELLY full of good food, the sun 
beating down and a chilled glass 
of white wine in hand , it’s fair to 
say I was one satisfied diner. 

There’s something about the laid- 
back vibe, friendly atmosphere and 
great food at The Crown at Wergs in 
Wolverhampton, which keeps luring 
me back time after time. 

And on my recent visit, once again I 
wasn’t disappointed. We struck lucky, it 
was a blistering hot Sunday afternoon and 
so we chose to sit outside in the front gar¬ 
den. 

And if the weather wasn’t as gorgeous as 
it had been, we’d have been happy enough 
inside as the surroundings are classy and 
the decor modern. 

It’s the kind of place that you want to 
make an effort for - if you pop in, get a little

dressed up - it’s more than just a bog-stand¬ 
ard pub and to be fair, I think The Crown 
knows it. 

There is plenty of room inside, with lux¬ 
urious furnishings, huge tables for large 
groups as well as places to sit at the bar. 
The Sunday papers were stacked up on our 
visit too (a nice touch), so we grabbed a cou¬ 
ple and settled in with a Pinot Grigio and a 
pint of cider as we looked over the menus. 

Normally I stick to the same foods when¬ 
ever I eat out, but the menu at The Crown 
was so good I wanted to try something new. 

I’ve also got a bit of a habit of looking 
at the dessert menu first, choosing what I 
want and then figuring out what else I can 
fit in so I’m not too full. Is it just me that 
does that? So deciding I was definitely hav¬ 
ing the apple tart I could go all out with my 


first two courses. The starters were difficult 
to choose from. My friend had already set 
his heart on the Beech mushrooms dish and 
I eventually went for the warm Melusine 
goat’s cheese crottin with beetroot carpac¬ 
cio and borage honey. 

Sweetness 

The dish was summer on a plate, warm, 
gooey, sharp cheese was balanced by the 
beetroot, while the sweetness of the honey 
added a very pleasant extra. My friend’s 
mushrooms arrived in a creamy and rich 
white wine and black garlic veloute. The 
mushrooms were tender, the poached egg 
was perfectly runny and yellow and the and 
pistou brioche added a contrasting texture. 

The main courses were as difficult to 
choose from as the starters, I could have 
devoured pretty much anything on the list. 
But in the end it was the duck that I went 


with. The Gressingham duck leg confit was 
moist, the waffle was sweet and a surpris¬ 
ing delight. Together with the sweet potato 
and honey roasted pineapple it made for a 
sugary dish, but I thought it was divine.My 
friend’s fillet steak was a hunk of juicy meat 
and was a real quality cut which was cooked 
perfectly medium rare. 

We were getting too full for dessert, but 
I’d already decided what I was having. The 
warm tarte aux pommes was exactly as I’d 
hoped it would be. Thinly sliced apples on 
wafer thin pastry and with the creamiest 
vanilla ice cream. My friend wolfed down 
his salted caramel chocolate pot - gooey 
chocolate, with the caramel subtly offset¬ 
ting the taste of the chocolate. Our meal 
and drinks came to just over £80, which is 
not cheap, but for three excellent courses, 
a couple of glasses of wine and a cider, was 
worth every penny.

The life and times of 
a broadcasting great 


E rudite. Intellectual.The thinking 
woman’s crumpet. A stripe- 
shirted guru who interviews the 
artistic heavyweights. 

Melvyn Bragg has been called 
everything in his time. But it’s for 
something far more basic that he is 
likely to be remembered, long after the 
big names of literature have been 
ticked off his South Bank Show guest 
list. It’s sex. Steamy sex. Raunchy sex. 
Read-behind-the-bike shed sex. All 
contained in the well-thumbed pages 
of his highly acclaimed novels which 
have been known to bring readers as 
well as the literary world out in a 
sweat. Remember A Time To Dance, 
which was serialised on television in 
1992? Bragg could barely move for 
the letters which poured into his office 
from people who could identify with 
the steamy shenanigans going on 
between a middle-aged bank 
manager and his young lover. And 
what about Crystal Rooms? It made A 
Time To Dance seem like Mary 
Poppins. 

But Bragg, now 75, defends those 
‘meaty bits’ by saying: “I write about 
sex because it’s there to be written 


about.” Adding with relish: “In other 
people’s books it’s often salacious or 
crude. In mine it involves mystery, awe 
and certain unidentifiable feelings...” 
But there’s more, much more, to 
Melvyn Bragg’s immeasurable talents 
than a handful of steamy sex scenes. 

Three films, a couple of musicals, a 
best-selling biography of Richard 
Burton, several more novels, shows 
on both radio and TV... need he go 
on? 

But Melvyn isn’t one to brag (sorry). 
He doesn’t need to. The results of his 
prolific workload are there for 
everyone to see, enjoy, and comment 
on. Yes, even snigger behind the bike 
sheds. And by all accounts there’s 
plenty more on the way. “If you ask 
me what I want to be doing in five 
years’ time I would say pretty much 
what I’m doing now,” he remarks. 

The idea of still being at work at the 
age of 80 would send shivers down 
the spine of most people, but you can 
imagine Bragg still throwing himself 
into new projects left, right and centre. 
How does he manage to juggle so 
many strands seemingly so 
seamlessly? 


“I compartmentalise, and I don’t 
have any hobbies,” he reveals. “I 
was married at 21, and when I 
started work I had to find the 
time to write. I had to get up at 
five in the morning and work at 
weekend, and I just got into the habit 
of running that and my day job 
together. 

“Luckily I had a job that I enjoyed, 
and that gives you energy.” 

Bragg is clearly doing something 
right because he’s about to celebrate 
50 years as one of Britain’s foremost 
champions of the arts. 

This documentary takes him back to 
his working class roots in Wigton in 
Cumbria, and examines how his 
background has had an influence on 
his career. 

There’s also a chance to find out 
more about his university years, rise 
to fame and status as a member of 
the House of Lords. 

Plus, an eclectic group of famous 
faces offer their opinions on Bragg 
and his work, including Judi Dench, 
Tony Blair, Grayson Perry, Chris 
Evans, John Birt and Will Self.

The Sportage ‘Axis Edition’ has been 
styled and equipped to provide retail 
and fleet customers with many of the 
features of a high-grade Sportage for 
a mid-range price, starting from just 
£20,995 on the road from this week. 

It will be available with a choice of two 
powertrains and four colours. The en¬ 
gines are the 1.6-litre GDi direct-injec¬ 
tion petrol unit developing 133bhp and 
165Nm of torque, or the advanced 1.7-litre 
common-rail turbodiesel which develops 
114bhp and 260Nm. Both are front-wheel- 
drive models with a six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission linked to Kia’s Intelligent Stop & Go 
engine stop-start system to save fuel and 
eliminate emissions when idling in traffic. 

The standard colour is solid Arctic White, 
but buyers are able to opt for one of three 
metallic finishes - Phantom Black, Fusion 
White or Dark Gun Metal - for £525.

And, in a bid to make fault diagnosis eas¬ 
ier, OnStar can provide subscribers with a 
monthly vehicle diagnostics email. 

A check can be requested at any time 
at the push of a button, providing peace of 
mind before setting off on a longer journey, 
for example.

Whether the 53-year-old will indeed 
now take a back seat remains to be seen 
after Sherwood confirmed it was Lerner 
who sanctioned last week’s £9million 
signing of Idrissa Gueye from Lille. 

It was the highest fee the club have 
paid for four years but Villa are set to 
quickly match it with the purchase of 
21-year-old full-back Jordan Amavi from 
Lille. 

“Randy is the one who is making the 
decisions regarding the players,” Sher¬ 
wood said. “He is willing to back us to 
the hilt. But he can only back us to the 
tune of financial fair play. That means 
there might have to be some exits from 
the club.”
